He aald he and other membera of 
the house agriculture committee still 
arc receiving lettera from oU parts 
of the form belt complaining that 
farm machinery Is scarce and that 
when It la nvoUable It often carries 
premium price tog. 
Hope sold It may be possible to 
work out tome program wlUi the 
farm machinery makers and distribu- 
tors to ease some ot the more critical 
machinery ahortagea. Ho empha- 
slied, however, that the committee 
will not shy awny from legislation 
It It Is necessary. 

Price Probe Set

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DOUBLE TALK 
It has been suKBest«d that Riusia and the 
western powera could get along together, II 
only they could understand *och other. 

Because so few Rusalanji are permitted to 
see our civilization, and so few non-commun- 
lats arc permitted to ace Ru.ula, wo have to 
exchange Inrormatlon and ideas In words. 
But even otter they have been translated, 
words do not always mean the same thing to 
the two peoples. 

There arc some who argue that Moscow 
has not violated the various agreements sol- 
emnly made by Messrs. Roosevelt, Churchill 
and atalln, but has observed them strictly, as 
she understood them. It is our fault, they 
feel, that we did not understand those words 
and phrases the same as Stalin, Molotov and 
Vbhlmky did. 

In hope of avoiding some future mis- 
understandings, here are a few definitions of 
words and phrases constantly used by Soviet 
and communist spokesmen, which mean 
something different to them than to us; 

Aggression: Any attempt by a non-Soviet 
nation to encourage or help a small country 
resist Soviet interference. 

Collective bargaining: For Russian workers, 
a process by which they are permitted to ask 
for small favors. For American workers, the 
Tight of the workers to demand what they 
want from the boss — or else. 

Co-operation: Unquestioning acceptance 
of the Soviet will and viewpoint. 

Democracy: Rule by the supremo Soviet, 
or by agents aelected and directed by the 
kremlln. A legislature is permissible If It 
limits Itself to ratifying decisions of the 
Soviet agents. 

Election: A poll In which voters can vote 
for one approved list of candidates or- 
they dare— can vote against It. but not for on 
opposition slote. 

Fascist: One who criticizes the Soviet union, 
praises capitalism, or objects to hoving native 
. communists work for the Soviet union against 
; the Intereata of their own country. 

FYeedom of press: The privilege of printing' 
what the kremlln has authorized. Also the 
privilege of publishing what the kremlln has 
not forbidden— with the risk of liquidation If 
It Is something tha Hremlin would have for- 
bidden If it had thought In time. 

FYoadom of speech: The privilege of agree- 
ing verbally with what one's superiors say. 

Imperialism: Similar* to aggression, with 
the further meaning that the non-Soviet na- 
tion (usually the U. S. or England) is helping 
the weak country In order to establish econo- 
mic and political domination. 
, Labor union: An organization of workers 
through which they can be told where to 
work, how long, under what conditions, and 
for how much pay. 

Monopoly: Any business that has become 
big. 

Right: (Noun) The nearest synonym In 
English la privilege or sufference; there are 
, no rights In Russlo as we understand them, 
(Adjective) Only communism and the Soviet 
union ore right; everything and everybody 
else is wrong. 

Sovereign nation: One controlled by Mos- 
cow but permitted to have Its own officials, 
provided they are selected or approved by the 
kremlln. 

Victim of capitalism: An unemployed per- 
«in in a non-Soviet country, at a time when 
there are Jobs for all. who can live In Idleness 
on public charity better than Russian workers 
can live when both husband and wife work 
hours a week. 

War monger: One who criticizes any action 
of the Soviet union, or disagrees with any 
statement of its 'spokesmen. Includes the 
compiler of this glossary.

Tha association's program is as broad as 
Its appeal. It alms at expanding research, 
professional education, public education and 
. commtmlty service. One parUcularly Impor- 

■ tanl »lm, it seems to us, is to establish o 
"greatff number of local heart associations. 

.^8 eventual goal is a local ossoclotlon in 
every sizable city and rural area. 

These local groups would hove access to 
new knowledge and new activities developed 
by the American Heart ossocloUon. Ideally 
—and. It may be hoped, eventually— the 
millions of "heart cases" throughout the 

■ coimtry would at last receive highly profes- 
sional diagnosis, treatment and core. 

That, at present. Is o distant goal. It can- 
not be reached without a lot of work and a 
lot of money. Heart disease today causes 
one out Of three deaths in this country 
These ailments aco not, of course, confhied 
to middle age and beyond. 

Great discoveries remain to be mode In the 
cause and prevention of the various heart 
. diseases. Kiey probably will be made, but It 
. will take time and money for research 
Better treatment for sufferers from heart

Amerlcan bund In the United States, 
escaped from the Dachau intem- 
tnent camp last nltbt, Bccordlng 
to American authorities, 

Kuhn was awaiting trial -before a 
Oennan denanileaUon co-jl in 
Bavaria on the basts ot documents 
that were cent to Oermany trcm the 
United Etfttts. 

Deported in IHi 

Kuhn was deported to Oermany 
from the D, a In Sept, IMS, and 
worked tor a whUe at a Munich 
chemical plant. He was scheduled 
to be tried on a charge of havtng 
been a ward chltt in the nz'. party. 

As a major offender he would 
bave been subject to a maximum 
prison sentence of ID i-eoro. 

Kuhn waa arrested on his arrival 
In Oennanj-, later released, and 
arrested again last July. Daring his 
period ot treedom he lived with his 
wife, Dsa, and eon, Walter, who 
were deported to aertnany In Feb, 
IW. on the exchange ship Orlps- 
holm. 

KotDraUinl aUiea 

Kuhn was bom In Munich In IBOO. 
went to the D. S, after World war 
I and became a naturalized cltUm 
In Detroit tn iBSt. 

He became a leader ol the Oer- 
man-American bund tn New York in 
the ISIO^ and arrogantly preached 
nail principles, holding two mass 
mctUr.ca tn Madison Square garden.
